THE INVISIBLE BOND. 

A novel of peculiar and unasual interest 
appears under the above-named title. It is 
by Elizabeth Talbot Kinkead, who certainly 
shows remarkable skill in developing a char- 
acter that isas strange and unaccountableas 
Elsie Venner. This weird heroine is a 
panther in human form, a creature with ani- 
mal instincts, who fascinates in spite of her 
ill breeding, and brings men under her sway 
by a personal magnetism that is as resist- 
less‘as it is bewildering. Sheis beautiful, 
but crafty, and the dark pages in the his- 
tory of her life are kept artfully concealed 
from those who come under her baleful in- 
fluence. She deprives a woman of her 
lover through her power in controlling the 
will of others, and he becomes her hus- 
band. She deserts him shortly after the 
marriage, finding more potent attraction in 
a famous literary man, and while in the 
embraces of this new victim of her 
demoniac art sends forth the impression 
that she has passed the borders of mortal 
life, though she is still lively enough 
to mar the happiness of those with whom 
she is unfortunately associated. The scene 
of the story is laid in Kentucky at the 
present time, and the environment is a fit- 
ting one for a uarrative that contains so 
much that is out of the beaten path of im- 
aginative writing. But the book ends 
happily in the reuniting of two lovers who 
had been separated through a natural mis- 
anderstanding and the bad woman ceases 
from troubling as the curtain falls upon 
the last act of a work that is full of dram- 
atic movement and a facilityand natural- 
ness of style that gives zest to the remark- 
able situations developed. The author 
knows the old South and all the social con- 
ditions that contribute to its family pride 
in these later years, when the Southern 
aristocracy is buta shadow of its former 
greatness.

Accompanying cut explains the watering 
system, as designed by E. T. DeGraff, Am- 
sterdam, N. Y., which runs the year round 
and furnishes ten separate pens with all 
the fresh ranning spring water that they 
care to drink; and as a very large per cent. 
of the egg is water, this is very important, 
not alone from the labor saved, but the 
better quality of the eggs laid and the gen- 
eral health of the fowils—as more disease 
comes from impure water than from any 
one cause. During the winter this system 
can be left entirely dry at night so that it 
could not possibly freeze, and in the morn- 
ing on extra cold days, one brooder lamp 
will warm the water for the whole house to 
any temperature desired, as it works on the 
principle of all hot water heaters.
